Thar if any grear Catte], Sheep, or Swine, or any Beef, Pork or Bacon (except for Proviſion for the Ship in 
which the ſame ſhall be brought) ſhall after rhe faid 2 of Pebr. be Imported from beyond Seas into England 
or Yales or Berwick, the Officers of the Pariſh or place may ſeize and keep the ſame 48 hours in ſome conveni- 
ent place there, within which time it rhe Owners or their Agents ſhall make ir appear to any Juſtice of the 
Peace of the County, by the Oath of two credible Witneſſes, that rhe ſame were not Imported from any place be- 
yond the Seas, after the ſaid 2 04 Feby. then the ſame, by Warrant of ſuch Juſtice, to be delivered without delay,

20 Car.2, T He ſaid former AC 18 Car.2. recited at large almoſt verbatim. Notwithſtanding which At great 
cap.7. Numbers of Cattel have been Imported in Foreign and Engliſh Ships,in continu ance of the ſaid Nu- 
iſance, and high contempr of Authority of Parliament, and divers Officers and others for their own Lucre, com- 
bining with the Owners of ſuch Cattel, &c. have colourably ſeized, and fraudulent!y ſold the ſame ar low rates 
ro the Owners or their Agents: and others of the ſaid Officers diſcharging their Duty, have been therefore ſued 
and moleſted in Countics aud placcs far Jiſluu, w ihe Glharge aud Diſcouragemenrt. For Vindication therefore 
of the Authority of Parliament, and indempnitying ſuch Officers and others faithfully executing the ſaid At, and 
for ſuppreſſion of the ſaid Nuiſance. 1: is enacted, That every Officer and others who have acted in the ſeizure, 
detaining or diſpoſing ſuchCatrel,Goods,c.ſhall be kept harmleſs againſt the Owner or any claiming under him. 

Provided, That not only the Officers, but any other Inhabitant within the Pariſh or place where ſuch Im- 
portation ſhall be, may ſeize ſuch Cartel, Goods, &c. and forthwith deliver the ſame to the Officer of ſuch place, 
xo be kept and diſpoſed to the uſes in this AR, and in the ſaid recited At mentioned, or eicher of the m. 

In caſe no ſeizure by any Officer or Inhabitant within ſuch Pariſh or place where Cattel, Goods, &c. is firſt 
Imported, ſuch Pariſhor place for every default ſhall Forteit the ſumm of 100 /. to the uſe of the Houſe of Cor- 
ave of the ſaid County or liberty,the Moneys ſo Forfeired and other Forfeitures by this A, and the ſaidrect- 
ted Actor either o” them to be accounted for according to the Statute 43 £1;z.7, 2. 

Every Ship with her tackle in which any Cattel, &c. after 24 Mar. 16697. ſhall be Imported, ſhall be 
Forfeited, and it ſhall be lawful for any perſon within a year after ſuch Importation to ſeize and make ſale thereof, 
half the Money to the uſe of the Poor of the Pariſh, and the other half ro the uſe of the Seizor. Any Juſtice of 
Peace of the County or chief Officer of the Town near the place of Importation may by Warrant cauſe the Ma- 
ſter and Seamen of ſuch Ships and others imployed in Landing, Driving or raking Care of ſuch Cartel to be ap- 
prehended and committed to the Gaol of the County for three months without Bail. | | 
* When through any fraudulent Agreement or connivance of the Officers or orherwile, it ſhall happen that any 
Cattel, &c. after the firſt ſeizure of them by Virtue of the aforeſaid Act ſhall be found in any other Pa- 
riſh than where the ſame ſhall be firſt ſeized, rhen it ſhall be lawful for any the Officers of ſuch Pariſh or place 
where ſuch Cartel, &c. ſhall be found,to ſeize and diſpoſe of the ſame as Forfcited. The one Moierty to the poor 
of the Pariſh, the other to rhe uſe of rhe Scizor,any former ſeizure in any other Pariſh or Place notwithſtanding. 

Thar if any Suit ſhall be commenced or proſecuted againſt any perſon for any ſeizure by vertue of this or the 
aforeſaid AC, and upon Tryal it ſhall not be proved to the Jury that the cauſe of ſuch ſuir did ariſe within ſuch 
County where ſuch Action is laid and Tryed, the Defendant ſhall be found Not Gri/ty, without having regard to

Thar if any ACtion or Suit be commenced for any Seizure or other thing in this or the aforeſaid Act,ſuch per- 
ſon ſo ſacd may plead the general Iſſue, and give this andthe aforeſaid Act in Evidence; and it the Plaintiff be 
Non- ſuit or forbear Proſecution, or ſuffer diſcontinuance.or if a Verdict paſs againſt him,the Defendant ſhall have 
treble Coſts with like remedy, as where Coſts by Law are given to the Defendanr.
